THE HOTEL EXTORBTIONS. 

It ws time to talk plainly about the question 
of hotel extortion. Elsewhere in tnis issue 
Tue Tarsuns prints the results of its investi- 
gations. They are not of a character which 
is creditable to the proprietors of certain 
hetels or to the city. They show a general 
advance of prices and a determination to 
make a still further advance later in the sea- 
son, &@ disposition to ignore and drive out 
their regular guests, and to practice extortion 
upon transients. It does not occur to them 
that by this policy they are injuring the good 
name of the city, imperiling the success of 
the Fair, and sacrificing eventually their own 
advantages. Probably they do not care for 
any of these results, as their only motive is 
one of greed. 

Commissioner Calhoun of Washington hes 
warned hia friends at home against these ex- 
tortions, and Mr. Frank Wiggins of Califor- 
nia has sent a letter home in which he says: __,, 


We are being bled in every quarter for board 
and lodging, and are a little bit doubtful whether 
the treasuries of the California counties will be 
alile to foot the bills when we get through. I 
have no-idea what will become of us after the Ist 
of May, as every contract ends then, even to the 
No matter what. you do or what you 
uridertake it has to terminate here the ist of

Some of them 
have kept to the pledges which all of them 
long ago made that they would not depart 
from theis regular rates, but there are too 
many of them, both down-town and around 
the Fair grounds, who have violated them 
grossly and who afe prepared to go still 
further uniess some influence is brought to 
bear to stop. it. The investigations made 
by Tas Tarscuye’s reporters show that 
there is no. occasion for any  ad- 
vance. The hotels in the city and 
atthe park are more than sufficient in capac- 
ity to accommodate a crowd even bigger than 
that which was here at the opening of the 
Fair. The advance which has been made 
therefore is simply robbery. Fortunately the 
offense carries its own remedy. As the sup- 
ply is larger than any possible demand the 
greedy crowd will only kill the goose that lays 
the golden eggs. -Thisis already manifest. 
The hotels which are charging reasonable 
rates and not driving away their regular 
guests are the only ones which are full and 
making money. Those, on the other hand, 
which are overcharging are losing money, and 
it is hoped they will continue to lose to the 
end. 

But whatever may happen to these extor- 
tionists does not redeem the nature of their 
éunduct. It is vicious, infamous, and dis- 
gtaceful. Its only effect can be to hurt. the 
geod name of the city and affect the success 
of the Fair. If persisted in it will leaye this 
city in the same disgraceful condition in 
which Vienna found itself. In this matter 
Tax Tarscuns does not believe it would be 
domg the city or the Fair good service by cun- 
cenling the facts. It proposes to print them 
and to do what 1t can to stop the disgraceful. 
business, Hence it invites every man or 
woman who is charged extortionate rates or 
who is treated with insolence to make his or 
her accusation, and if it be well founded the 
parties guilty of it shall be exposed, no mat- 
ter who they are, so that other persons com- 
ing to the Fair may shan their places. Tus 
Taisuxs does not propose to mince mat- 
ters. It will be the people's friend, and will 
stand between visitors and the hotel sharks, 
and protect them so far as lies within its 
po wer. 


THE CORDAGE MONOPOLY. 

National cordage is badly strained. The 
trust combination to control rope and twine 
bought up all the manufacturing concerns in 
the country save one, and that exception was 
bed forthe rule. The combine agreed with 
the proprietor of the vutstanding concern to 
pay him $200,000 per year not to compete and 
broke the agreement thirteen months ago.

SMOKING AT THE EXPOSITION. 
From the time when work on the Exposition 


lowed within the limits of Jackson Park. 
This rule, which. was a proper one, has been 
enforced rigidly, with no discrimination in 
favor of dignitaries. It tas been enforced 
since the Fair opened, and several persons 
who have refused to obey the orders of the 
guards to stop smoking have been arrested,

The right of the Exposition company, which | 
has the temporary contro] of Jackson Park, 
to make a rule forbidding smoking there can- 
not be questioned. It has as much right to 
do so as a park board has to say that people 
must not walk oa the grass, and persons who 
do not conform to regulations when notified 
of them can be put off the grounds, If the 
Commissioners of any park see fit they can 
stup smoking therein. 

So far as the Exposition buildings ard con- 
cerned there should be no#moking allowed in 
them under any circumstances. To permit 
the use of cigar or pipe there would be to add 
greatly to fire risks and to interfere with the 
com fort of the majority of the visitors. Whether 
the rule against smoking should be enforced on 
all parts of the grounds is another matter. The 
use of tobacco is very general among Ameri- 
can and foreign visitors, Many of the men 
who wiil spend the entire day on the Fair 
groutids will feel ill at ease without their cus- 
tomary cigar. Can any provision be made 
for their comfort? 

As- one room in @ house is set apart as a 
smoking room, so, perhaps, some portions of 
the grounds may be set off as a reservation for 
the use of the smokers, so that the person who 
cannot get through the day without his cus- 


leave the grounds. Those roads which are the 
most traversed, those parts of the grounds 
where the largest crowds congregate, should 
be kept free fromthe aroma or the smell of | 
tobacco, for about half the visitors will be 
women, and nothing must be done to annoy 
thei. , 

But if it is decided that there must be no 
smoking anywhere, then visitors must submit. 
They must not imagine that because some al- 
leged lawyer tells them that “ there is no law 
in the United States, tne State of Iilinors, the 
County of Cook, or the City of Chicago which 
makes smoking inthe open air an offense,” 
that therefore they can violate with impunity 
& regulation made by the officers of the Ex- 
position that they must not smoke under pen- 
alty of expulsion, They have the same right to 
make such a rule as 4 street car company has 
to make and enforce it on its cars.

led to fit themselves into club life at a given 
ate. Club membership for women means, 
many times, breaking into work which may 
be absorbing every force of the membDer’s be- 
that particular time, and forcing her, 
or less of a mental wrench, to 
change the focus of her thought, and come at 
the required time to take part in that which 
does not interest nor inspire her. Under 
different conditions «she would » hail 
the time of meeting as an opportunity 
for inspiration, for help; but at this icu- 
lar time it is but one more burden, w life 
is already burdened beyond strength, or even 
enone Where the purpose of a ciub is so- 
cial opportunity, it is valuable to the individ- 
ual member only as it ministers to her social 
wants. Ifit becomes at any moment a bur- 
der.—one more Shing which must be done, and 
done with asigh, if not a groan—that club 
membership has lost vaiue to this member, 
and the sooner she lays down the burden the 
nearer will she come to her ideal of a reasona- 
ble and intelligent woman who chooses her 
pleasures and avoids unnecessary burdens, 

A social club should be to every mewber & 
delightful opportunity to which she brings the 
best in herself; to which she comes in a re 

e of mind, ready to carry away 
she is capable of receiving. Like 
every other social opportunity that comes 
with date, it should receive its place in turn 
with the greater and lesser of our social op- 
portunities. No one thing is surer than thi 
that when a club, the purpose of which is only 
social opportunity, comes into dur lives as 
one more duty, we must change the list in 
which we have placed 
relation. 

It now is classed with church, charities, 
home duties, and the imperatives of our daily 
life, and when here it is merely a question of 
which shall it be when the date vf the club 
meeting comes. If there isa clash between 
the club meeting, church work, or charity 
work, we must simply elect which has the 
first claim and meet the highest duty. ; 

But this, of course, would be a death-blow to 
the club organized for social pugposes. The 
value of this class of clubs! depends 
for each individual. on the freedom 
of intercourse allowed, and this freedom 
depends as much on the member's 
non-attendance as her attendance. The mo- 
ment any considerable number of a woman’s 
club attend in the perfunctory spirit, the es- 
sence of life has gone from it: the center of 
vitality, its soul, one may say, depends on the 
spontaneity with which each member turns 
toward it on the day of meeting. A woman 
can nerve herself to do a duty, but itis a sad 
pleasure that requires the same mental proc- 
ess to meet it. 

A membership in a club, the purpose of 
which is to discuss some ism, some cult, to 
pursue some line of study, must be met on a 
different ground, in.a different attitude. 
Membership here means a duty; we have en- 
tered into a written or unwritten contract 
to do a certain thing; failure on our part 
to keep this contract means interference with 
the plans of others, a disarrangement of a 
given work, the compietion of which depended 


on the accuracy with which each mewber does | 


his or her part. Like the estate of matrimony, 
this connection should not be entered into 
hurriedly or unadvised)y. To make euch a 
contract without carefully providing for its 
fulfillment is evidence, very conclusive evi- 
dence, of a lax conscience, 

We have listened of late years many times 
to the statement that membership in a wom- 
an’s club is a woman’s mental salvation; it is 
a liberal education; itis the emancipation 
that breaks the bonds of false tradition and 
gives each member her birthright. When the 
daily papers recentiy stated that one wonian 
in New York held official connection with sev- 
enteen clubs, it did not seem that that par- 
ticular woman had been emancipated; it read 
as though she bore rather heavy shackles, if 
she did nothing more than keep herself in- 
formed as to what each society was doing.
